I, KASAGI, Ryomei, make oath end sey as follows: 


I was born in 1892 in Tochigi-Ken Prefecture, As*io. 
After ettending clementery end middle sc*ools, I ent2red tre 
Imperial University, from wich I graduated in 1919. 


Stortly etter greducting, I entered tte employ of tre 
Menc*urian Iron Works, and was assigned to teir brenc> in tre 
Marunouc’i Building in Tokyo in t*e Finence Investigetion office. 
I wes employed in this cepacity from 1919 to 1929. My superior 
officers in cherge of the department in which I worked were Dr. 
OKAWA, Sumei, end NiAGAO, *ead of the office. 


Dr. OKAWA orgenized t*e Gyo Chi She in ebout 1923, and 
was tte leeder of tis organization of wich I beceme e member. 
Beccuse I disagreed with some of its principles, I resigned in 
1928, but the orgenization was still in existence wren I left 
Tokyo in 1929. 


Te Gyo Chi She wes a netionelistic organization tat wes 
organized to study and try to improve t*e relations*ip between 
Jepen and tke otter countries in Asie and to reform tre govern- 
ment in Jepen, also to promote the idea that Jepen wes destined 
to be the leeder of East Asia, end thet the members stould do 
all tret trey covld to foster end develop t*e advencement of 
Jepen's prestige end influence, 


Dr. OKAWA made some specctes before t*is orgenization 
advocating t*ese principles, end on one occesion at least, stated 
trat Jepan should *elp India obtein its independence. 


One of tc nost influentiel rerbers of tte orgenizetion 
was Professor KANOKOGI, Kazunobu. 


Since I desired e promotion end wented to leave Tokyo, 
I wes sent to Dericn, Mencturie, to work for t*e South Menchurie 
Reilwey Compeny, which wes one of te principal owners of tre 
Manchurien Iron Works. My work in Derien, *owever, was lergely 
with the Sout> Menchurie Reilwey were I wes in cherge of 
Pcrsonnel wich deelt wit the employment, welfere end pension 
provisions for t*e entire reilwey system. 


In Mey 1930, I orgenized end wes *ced of t*e Yu Yo Kei, 
w’ic’ wes en orgenization conposed of ebout tirty to forty 
Japenese members, lergely men wko were employed by t*e South 
Menchurie Railvwey Company. One exception was NAKANO, Koitsu, 
a Jepenese lawyer wo tren ‘ad offices in Dericn and hukden. 


Immediately efter September 18, 1931, wren tre Menchurien 
Incident began, NAKANO, Koitsu wes directed by tre political 
division of tc Kwentung Army to join the Self-Government Guiding 
Board which was orgenized in tte latter part of September to 
foster, coordinate and direct tre activities of various groups 
urging t*c independence of Liaoning Province, end leter on, 
all tre provinces of Kenchuria and Jeol, to declare treir 
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‘\ independence from China. Tre principal object of t*is orgeniza- 
tion wes to eid in developing and directing t*is Independence 
Movement. Te *ead of tre organization wes Yu Chung-Fan, a 
Chinese, Tere were several other Chinese in tre orgenizetion, 
but 90 per cent of thc members and 211 t*ose in tre most 
responsible nositions were Jepenese,. 
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About t*c middle of October NAKANO, Koitsu celled me at 
Dericn end esied me to come to Mukden and work wit im in 
the Self-Government Guiding Boerd. I spoke to tc members of 
our orgenization, end about twenty of tem went to Mukden to 
assist in tis work. When I errived in hukden I found t*e 
complete orgenization clready sect up, and I was eppointed chief 
licison men ct t*c *eadoucrters in Mukdcn. We were working in 
teirtcen or fourtcen prefectures of Lieoning or Fengticn Provinc 
at first, and I vas responsible for cight of trem. Wo had 
two or t*rec reorescntetives working in cec* prefecture, most 
of whom were Jepercse, and I mainteincd contect with t*cm and 
directed t*eir offorts. I telked to tre Prcefccturel Governors 
end government workcrs outlining to tem te conditions in ot*er | 
prefectures end sowing t*cm bow much better it would be for 
tre country if trey were to *eve a stable, orgenized govern=- - 
ment thet would work to promote the interests of tre pcople, 
and tret in order to do this it wes necessery for trem to scek 
| indcpendence from Chine, There wes no definite plan ect first 

es to tre form tis independence should take, but lator on, it 

wes decided to form a seperate stete wit a Regent or Emperor 
at tc *cad. 


five »undred yen from a loan essociation opcrated by tre company A 
to finence me in my work, particulerly in renting e house in 
whict to *eve the vworkcrs of thc Sclf-Governnent Guiding Board 
live. In Novenber of 1931 I reecived about twenty-thousand 
yen from tc Sout Manchurie Reilwey, reprosenting moncy coming 
es me besed upon my years of service, end I then paid back tre 
Oane

T’ere were approximetely onc-*undred end twenty membcrs 
on tkc committec, ebout twenty from tre Yu Vo Kei end t*c baelence 
from tre Mhenchu $cinen Rommei (Menechu Young licn's Association). 
Out of tc members, epproximatcly fiftcon were Crinese or 
Manc*urien. 


I belicve tre moncy to support tris orgenizetion came 
fron thc Kwantung Army, es we opcreted in close coopcretion wit 
it, end ell of our policies end ectivitics bad to be approved 
by it. Coloncl ITAGAKI, Scis*iro wes in c*erge of this division. 
Coloncl IS"I“sfKs, Kanji, wes in charge of Tactics and Stretcey 
and Colonel DOI*/KA, Kenji, was in cherge of Special Services 
or Espionegc Division in EKukden, NMuct of the information we 
received es to wrict Chinese would bec fricndly to our plans came 
from Colonel DOI¥4AhA's Division, 
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Early in Jenucry, 1932, tre Sclf-Govermment Guiding 
Boerd issued e proclemation steting treat tre Nort Festern 
Provinces were feecd wit’ t*c need for dcvcloping et once a 
grcet populer movement for tc csteblis*ment of a new 
independent stete in Menc*urie end Longolie, and it appceled 

to tke people of these provinces to overthrow Mers*el Chang ser 
liang, to join t*e Self-Government Guiding Associetion and to 
cooperetc in sctting up e& new edministretion to improve tre 
living conditions of t*c people. 


On Fcbruery 18, 1932, © Decleretion of Indcpendence was 
publis*ed, dcclering bunt tec re1ations wit te Kucminteng 

and t*e government et Nenking had been scvered by tec Nort 
Eestcrn Provinees, to wit: Fengtion, Pcilungkiang, Kirin end 
Jchol; tet ¢ ncw stetc sould be established. T-c Self- 
Governmcnt Guid*ng Board playcd en importent pert in orgenizing 
Indcpendcnec Movements in various provinces, which resultcd in 
the sctting up of c« new stctc wich was called Mencruluo, and 
Fenry Pu-Yl wes installcd es Regent on Mere’ 9, 1932. 


Stortly cftcr this action, thc Sclf Government Guiding 
Boerd was eabolistcd, end I went to Changchun with SAKATA, 
Shuichi to *clp csteblish the S*i Sci Kyoku, wich was e brenc* 
of t*e new governmcnt under tke dircction of the Pome Minister 
and bed to do with the culturel, spirituel end educational 
development of tre new government. 


4ftcr three or four months this department wes abolisted, 
end t*c government worked trough the Kyowe Kei, or Concordia 
Socictics, wich carricd on the work of ecvcloping e netionalist 
spirit emong tc Menchuriens,. 


4ftcr lceving Crengchun I returned to Dericn where I 
stayed for ncerly e year, end t*c Kwentung Army became dis- 
pleased with my ectivitics end I was forced to leave Darien 
and come to Tokyo. Fere I established a printing *ouse and 


published a megazine known es Daiasia or Greeter Asia. I 
continued in t*is work until Mey 1945 end am now unemployed.
